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SCALPERS FACE 
RUIN IF HEAVY 
TICKET TAX IS 
PUT INTO EFFECT 


Federal Plan To Assess Them 
50 Per Cent Called Drastic 


Might Prove Big Blow to the 
Theaters 


Public Not Accustomed To Go- 
ing to Box Office 


New York, June 11.—dAside from 
the self-admitted fact that the placing 
of a fifty per cent tax upon.the excess 
price of all theater or amusement 
tickets disposed of by them will drive 
the tieket speculators and scalpers out 
of business there is a pretty well de- 
fined belief that such action on the 
part of the Federal tax framers may 
also prove disastrous to the theaters 
themselves. It is pretty freely ad- 
mitted along Broadway that a large 
per cent of the New York theater pat- 
ronage depends on transients, people 
who have long been accustomed to 
procuring their theater tickets at the 
hotel on other ticket agencies, paying, 
of course, a premium of from 25 to 50 
cents, and in some instances more, 
Only a comparatively few New York 
theatergoers patronize the theater box- 
office, it being quite well known that 
the choicest seats always are to be ob- 
tainable only at the scalpers’. 

The Federal revenue framers plan 
to tax the speculators and scalpers 
fifty per cent of the amount charged 
over and above the box-office price. 
This means that on a $2 ticket the 
speculators, to realize a premium of 
50 cents, would be forced to charge $3, 
something which few people would be 
willing to pay, excepting for the very 
highest class of attractions. 

On the other hand, while the box- 
office price would remain unchanged, 
so few of the regular theatergoing pub- 
lic ar accustomed to purchasing their 
pasteboards at the box-office that it is 
feared many of them would prefer to 
remain away entirely rather than put 
up with the inconvenience of visiting 
the various box-offices, arguing with 
snippy, if not insulting treasurers (for 
there still are many of that gentry in 
New York), and running the risk of 
getting undesirable seats after all their 
trouble. 

The Billboard questioned a number 
of the ticket speculators and in each 
instance the statement was volunteered 
that the imposition of the proposed 
fifty per cent Federal tax would spell 
their ruin. While there is no doubt 
that some of the larger agencies 
would “stick it out,” there is hardly 
any question but that the tax would

The Jess Willard-Buffalo Bill Wild 
West Show, of which Edward Ar- 
lington was sole proprietor, and with 
which Willard, world’s heavyweight 
boxing champion, is featured this 
season, was sold at Hartford, Conn., 
late on Saturday by Mr. Arlington to 
Roy O. Archer, private secretary to 
Willard, who purchased the entire 
show and outfit complete, the title to 
the property bein;; transferred in toto 
to the champion thru a syndicate to 
be known as the Jess Willard Syndi- 
cate. The purchase price was $105,- 
000. 

The transfer included the sale of 
two trains of cars and 200 horses, to- 
gether with all other equipment. 
Starting today (Monday) at Holyoke, 
Mass., the Jess Willard-Buffalo Bill 
Show will be operated under the man- 
agement of Mr. Archer for the benefit

LIBERTY LOAN IS 
BEING MADE IN 
N. ¥. THEATERS 


Many Notables, Including Soci- 
ety Women, Aiding 


‘ siilahiealiianai 
Brief Addresses in All Types 
of Playhouses 


Motion Picture Industry Doing 
Yeoman Service 


New York, June 11.—With the time 
limit for subscriptions to the Liberty 
Loan extended until June 15 (next Fri- 
day) the theatrical world has entered 
upon the last five days of its drive 
to aid in arousing interest in the cam- 
paign. During the past week noted 
speakers from all walks of life spoke 
in the various theaters and motion 
picture playhouses, with the result 
that a great deal of enthusiasm and 
interest has been aroused. 


On Saturday the National Associa- 
tion of the Motion Picture Industry, 
which has been promoting the cam- 
paign on behalf of the picture theaters, 
inaugurated the final drive, with the 
appearance at the Strand and other 
big picture theaters of prominent per- 
sonages, Mrs. Henry ©. Havemeyer 
being honored with the task of launch- 
ing the final whirl at the Strand. 

William A. Brady, president of the 
National Association of the Motion 
Picture Industry, is scheduled to speak 
this afternoon at the Strand, and this 
evening the patriotic appeal will be 
made by Hon. Marcus M. Marks, presi- 
dent of the Borough of Manhattan. 
Among those who have been asked to 
appear at the Strand during the week 
are Mrs. August Belmont, Frank A. 
Vanderlip, president of the National 
City Bank: State Senator J. Henry 
Walters of Syracuse, N. Y.; George W. 
Perkins, Gordon Knox Bell and Lieu- 
tenant-Governor Edward Schoeneck. 
It is not improbable that Governor 
Charles S. Whitman will be one of the 
speakers at the Strand during the week 
if engagements will permit. 


The campaign will continue until 
the close of the Government's books 
on Friday evening, June 15. The 
speeches will be ten-minute talks, 
soliciting subscriptions to the Liberty 
Loan showing the financial and patri- 
otic advantages which will follow their 
purchase. The Strand is the first to 
enlist speakers for the loan, but it is 
likely that similar arrangements will 
be made at other motion picture thea- 
ters, whereby these talented advocates 
of universal participation may appear 
in this commendable form of war 
service.

New York, June 9.—You've got to 
hand it to Raymond Hitchcock for 
providing blase Broadwayites with 
something. if not new, quite out of 
the ordinary in the way of entertain- 
ment. In his new revue, unfolded for 
the first time in New York last Thurs- 
day night, Hitchcock not only again 
proves his ability to entertain and 
amuse upon the stage, but he enters 
into a sort of intimacy with his audi- 
tors which, while resembling to some 
extent the Weber and Fields manner- 
isms, is quite apropos and withal 
highly entertaining.

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MANAGERS ADOPT CONTRACT 
OF ACTORS’ EQUITY ASSN. 


Few Details Yet To Be 


Arranged, After Which 


Formal Announcement Will Be Made— 
Association’s Efforts of Four 
Years Bear Fruit 


. 


New York, June 11.—After fully 
four years, during which time the ex- 
ecutives and members of the Actors’ 
Equity Association worked with might 
and main to bring about the adoption 
of a mutual and equitable contract to 
be used between its membersship and 
the producing managers, their labors 
have been rewarded, and at a meeting 
of the United Managers’ Protective As- 
sociation, of which Mare Klaw is man- 
ager, held on Friday, the contract 
drawn up by the A. E. A. was finally 
adopted, and as soon as a few details 
have been arranged will be put into 
effect. 


At a meeting of the managers, held 
a week ago, Lee Shubert, the vice- 
president, presided in the absence of 
Mr. Klaw, who was on the Pacific 
Coast. At that time a delegation of 
the Equity Association was present 
and the details of the contract were 
thoroly threshed out, with every 
indication that upon the return of Mr. 
Klaw some final and definite action 
would be forthcoming.

An- 
other Broadway day is complete. 

Another Broadway night is begun. 


Competition, which gives the public sometimes more than its money’s 
worth in order to get its money at all, is taking a prominent hand in the 
picture game along the Great White Way, especially in the houses which 
change programs daily. 

The once unfamiliar catch line, “Double Feature Day,” is a well-known 
phrase on the billing these days, and it is rather the rule than the exception 
to find some of the biggest houses offering on one bill two five-reel features, 
first run, with a news reel and a comedy also a part of the program. 

Neither the Strand nor the Rialto have done so, since their changes are 
weekly. 

An afternoon's entertainment now may start with the one o’clock show- 
ing of the first feature, and it is a lucky husband who has any dinner waiting 
if wifie has picked a double feature house. 


A trade showing of a feature film which has perchance been submitted to 
a heavy advertising campaign previous to its release to the reviewers and 
State-rights buyers has assumed a dignity and importance which presents a 
black eye to a Broadway first night from the point.of psychological mag- 
nificence. 

Behold, in front of any one of the several theaters where such showings are 
common, a crowd about the doors with a sidewalk overflow of hobnobbing 
ladies and gentlemen at the unholy hour of 10 a.m. At 10:15 the orchestra, 
uniformed, breakfasted and partly awake, takes its accustomed place and 
the specially prepared music swells into the overture, and the five, -seven, 
eight or nine reels of celluloid emotion bring lunch time around at 12 
o'clock. 

A reception line, including the cast and the director, the cameraman, 
scenario writer, head property man, and the gentleman who has spent a young 
fortune to secure the picture for redistribution among the several States of the 
Union, forms informally at the door to bow out the portion of folks who came 
to see the film for other reasons than that they had a hand in the making. 
And everybody is happy and enthusiastic. And another new picture has 
begun its life along with its myriad sisters who are also beginning life alors 
Broadway in just such a manner every week of the year. 


Just what to do with The Man Who Came Back is yet undecided by the 
Playhouse powers. The second longest run in New York is its record, and it 
continues to hold the mysterious lure which packs ’em in with perfect ease 
and grace. The box-office showed $8,900 for one of ghe recent weeks—a 
clean-cut indication of the play’s virility after its nine months’ life. Whether 
to close it now and open for a fall run or to continue thru the summer months 
is the big question. 

7 * 7 * * * : 

The Columbia Summer Show has for several weeks been demonstrating 
what high-class burlesque, put on as it should be put on, with the right kind 
of advertising and the right kind of material, can do in the heart of New York 
City. The daily papers’ paragraphers have been having great sport with the 
well-known people who slip away from the path of their beaten excursions 
and hie to the Columbia. The list of highbrows is growing. No doubt the 
management is compiling it for the future reference of press agents who are 
directing the show's printed destinies. 


Who says the summer season means theatrical vacation?

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THEATRICAL EMPLOYMENT 
AGENCIES NOW DEFINED 


Governor of New York 


Signs Bill Which Fixes 


Status of Artists’ Representative as Compared 
With a Booking Agent—Latter Restricted 
To Securing Employment for Artist 


New York, June 9.—The Vaude- 
ville Managers’ Protective Association 
finally has been successful in its fight 
to have a law enacted in New York 
State clearly defining the status of a 
vaudeville booking agent, and at the 
same time a definition of an artists’ 
representative or manager. Spurred 
on this week by the efforts of Maurice 
Goodman, general counsel for the 
United Booking Offices, and Pat Casey, 
executive manager of the Vaudeville 
Managers’ Protective Association, Gov- 
ernor Whitman on Thursday signed 
the bill introduced in the Legislature 
by Senator J. Henry Walters, of Syra- 
cuse, which specifically states just 
what the term, “Theatrical Employ- 
ment Agency,’’ means. 


The act is known as Chapter 770 of 
the Laws of 1917, and amends the 
general business law. Heretofore the- 
atrical booking agencies have been 
classified along with other employ- 
ment agencies, notwithstanding their 
work has been of an entirely different 
character. Also there have been nu- 
merous suits and actions begun against 
various so-called agents, it being al- 
leged they operated without having 
first obtained a license to conduct an 
agency. 

Under the provisions of the new 
law an agent is restricted to the busi- 
ness of procuring employment for an 
artist. If he assumes the management 
of the act, or attends to any of the 
business details for an act, he becomes 
a manager or artists’ representative. 
There are any number of agents in 
New York who aside from their book- 
ing interests personally look after and 
manage acts or attractions. For this 
service they have received compensa- 
tion in excess of the legitimate five 
per cent to which booking agents are 
by law entitled, and it is this that has 
caused much friction in the past. 

Under the new law, which is very 
specific, the minute an agent repre- 
sents an act in his business affairs, 
other than securing employment for 
him, he ceases to come under the def- 


Films Must Be Passed 


New York, June 11.—A notice has 
been posted in the United Booking Of- 
fices calling attention to all acts and 
their agents that under the rigid Ohio 
laws it will be necessary for any vaude- 
ville act having motion pictures as a 
part of its offering to have same 
passed by the Ohio State Board of 
Censorship, as no films not so passed 
will be permitted to be shown. Man- 
ager Ned Hastings-of Keith’s Theater,

~ OF HANDSOME BEQUESTS 


Theatrical Charity Beneficiary of the Clyde Fitch 
Estate and the Late John Hoge—Latter’s Gift 
Fifth Avenue, New York, Property Said 
To Be Valued at $500,609 


™ New York, June 9.—rThe Actors’ Fund of 
America this week was notified that it was the 
beneficiary of the estate of the late Clyde 
Fitch, and also the beneficiary of the will of 
John Hoge, who died recently at his home in 
Zanesville, O. 

When Mr. Fitch died he made the provision 
that upon the death of his mother, Mrs, Alice 
M. Fitch, all royalties accruing from his plays 
should be given to the fund. This includes 
royalties for the motion pictures as well as the 
acting and publication rights to the Fitch 
plays, and is a considerable item in the course 
of a year. Mrs. Fitch died several weeks ago. 

In Mr. Hoge’s will he has devised to the 
Actors’ Fund a plot of land in Fifth avenue, this 
city, which is said to be valued at over $500,000. 
While the exact details are not ‘known, it is 
believed Mr. Hoge’s bequest is in the form of 
an endowment. 

Local papers were somewhat at sea concern- 
ing Mr. Hoge’s connection with the theatrical 
field and speculated on the reasons for his re- 
membering the Actors’ Fund so handsomely in 
his will. There is no mystery about it, as John

SUIT LOST BY DIXEY 


Decision Reversed by Appellate 
Division 

New York, June 9.—The judgment obtained 
by Henry E. Pixey against the Punch & Judy 
Theater, based on his dimissal from the Treas. 
ure Island Company, has been reversed by the 
Appellate Division of the Supreme Court. In 
November of last year Dixey brought an action 
to recover for a breach of his contract, under 
which he had been engaged to play the part 
of John Silver at $350 a week. The defense 
of the Punch & Judy Company was that Dixey’s 
engagement was subject to termination by two 
weeks’ notice, and likewise subject to all the 
rules of the organization, one of which provided 
that all press stories must come from the 
official publicity representative. Dixey, in 
violation of this rule, it was set forth, had 
caused to be published in the newspapers a 
statement that he was to retire from the 
company. Because of that alleged breach of 
discipline he was discharged and without further 
payment of salary. 

The trial court held that, altho the actor 
had violated the terms of the engagement, the 
violation was not sufficient ground upon which 
to base his discharge, and it gave Dixey a 
judgment, Dittenhoefer and Fishel appealed to 
the Appellate Term, and, in the court's opinion, 
as written by Justice Guy, the Punch and Judy 
Company was justified in dismissing the actor 
without pay.

CHORUS GIRLS SCARCZ= 
Managers Really Up Against Hard 
Proposition 
New York, June 9.—The burlesque producers 
are again shaking their heads and worrying 
ever the chorus girl crop for next season. 
Usually a season no more than closes than the 
offices of the producers are besieged by girls 
who want places for next season. Up to this 
time, however, the girls are very backward 
about applying for positions, and the producers 
are asking themselves if they will be obliged 

to go out and hunt up girls. 

It is estimated that sixty-five per cent of 
the chorus girls in burlesque have found sum- 
mer work in cabarets, burlesque stock, musical 
tabloids, etc. The cabarets and tabloids are 
apt to hold onto the girls permanently, or so 
long that they will not be sent adrift until 
the burlesque shows are framed for this fall.

A STEP IN RIGHT DIRECTION 


New .York, June 10.—The meeting held last 
week at which the officials of the American 
Burlesque Association met for a conference 
with the producers and house managers of the 
circuit Was a step in the right direction. The 
results of that meeting were published in the 
last issue of The Billboard, but much transpired 
in the way of heart-to-heart talk that the 
public is not permitted to know about. 

It would be wise if these meetings could be 
held at regular intervals, for there is much 
that might be accomplished. Burlesque is 
looking up constantly, but there is still much 
improvement that can be made in every branch 
of the business. While most of the houses on 
both circuits are well conducted, there are 
others where lax and deplorable conditions exist, 
and these conditions should be remedied. 

There are houses where the employees hang 
around the lobby smoking and blowing the 
smoke in the faces of the house patrons. There 
are houses where the managers’ offices are used 


a good part of the time for card playing, tn 
which the house manager, show manager and 
agent test their skill at cards. There are 
places where the box offices open about any old 
time the treasurer sees fit, when a _ theater 
box office should open every day right on the 
dot like a bank. 

Out-of-town patrons do not take kindly to 
calling a theater by phone after the advertised 
opening time, only to find that the box office 
is closed. Like everything else in the business 
world burlesque can only be conducted success- 
fully on business principles, and where the 
business proficiency is lacking the circuit of- 
ficials should step in and remedy conditivns.

THE BURLESQUE AGENT 


New York, June 9.--The Billboard holds no 
brief for the burlesque agent, but there are 
some questions apropos of the subject which 
continually raise themselves. Why is it, for 
instance, that so few agents are fixtures? Why 
is it that so many are floaters, serving this 
season one master andg next season another? 
Why is it that many producers who are prodigal 
in every other branch of the game think that 
the cheapest sort of an agent is good enough? 

It has been proven that a show can srrvive 
without an agent, but it is a case of hold on 
and catch-as-catch-can. The fact is that the 
producer—the average producer—is too apt to 
give the agent no credit for good results, but 
to hold him fully responsible for bad results. 
The opening that a show gets is largely ‘e- 
pendent upon the work done by the agent. If 
he does his work thoroly and conscientiously, 
other conditions being favorable, the show se- 
cures a favorable opening. If he lies down on 
his job and neglects his work the show {fs 
practically assured of poor Monday business. 
But if an agent secures a big opening and the 
show is so bad that all the Monday patrons go 
out after the show and inform the world that 
the show is wretched the agent can hardly he 
held responsible for what follows in the way 
of business, 

A poor agent is little better than none, a 
mediocre agent isgnot good enough, but a first- 
class agent is worth wore money than any 
agent on either the No. 1 or No, 2 wheel ts 
paid. He can give the show its start, he 
furnishes it with an impetus at the beginning 
of the week which it would not gain until the 
middle of the week if left dependent upon its 
own inertia. 

As said before, The Billboard holds no brief 
for burlesque agents, but it does know that 
every show needs one, that it needs a 
good one, and that it is dollars and cents in 
the show’s coffers to have a good one.

Whoever Fulfills Specifications 
Will Emerge Famous and 
Wealthy--Task Harder 
Than It Looks 


Somewhere on Broadway, somewhere in the 
Rocky Mountains, somewhere in Hicksville, R. 
F. D.—but perhaps nowhere—there lives an indi- 
vidual who, in a moment of happy inspiration, 
will write a few lines of verse and a few bars 
of music—or either—which will bring fame and 
fortune tn a flath. The job is nething more or 
less than to write a song which will express 
Some angle of the world war in a manner that 
will please that critic of all critics, the Great 
American Public, 


But perhaps nowhere. How this awkward, 
unreasonable phrase takes the sunshine out of 
the inspiring first sentence! What is easier to 
prepare than the right kind of a popular song, 
yet what could be harder? Untold thousands 
are trying—will try—to write the kind of a 
song wanted: perhaps one will succeed. 


This song, if written by a Hicksville genius, 
will not meet with the difficulties confronting 
the usnal “outside’’ song. There will be no 
problem of finding a publisher, because the num- 
her will publish itself. There will be no strug- 
gle for popularization, because the number will 
popularize itself. There will be little care and 
trouble from the inspiration to the consumma- 
tion, because any song that will go thru a 
process of mental gymnastics will not be the one 
that’s wanted to fill the bill. 


The Billboard does not claim the ability to 
write this supersong. If it did it would get 
out of the magazine publishing field and start 
publishing music. But the Musie Editor of 
this paper, nevertheless, has a pretty good idea 
of what's required, and berewith presents the 
specifications. If the fortunate individual on 
Broadway, or in Hicksville, is assisted thereby 
in the preparation of what's wanted the paper 
will feel amply repaid. 


To begin with the song must be patriotic in 
influence, but not necessarily in theme. It must 
be to today what It’s a Long Way to Tipperary 
was to yesterday. It must be simple—all good 
songs are. One feature of the American music 
lover that makes him distinct from all others 
lies in the fact that he refuses to accept in- 
volved philosophy in the music with his meals. 

If the song does net contain one word of war 
talk so much the better. Tipperary didn’t, but 
it won more volunteers for England than did all

SONG LOGIC 


THE UNEXPECTED 

The old saying, “The unexpected always happens,” was never better ex- 
emplified than in the world of song. Professional writers take themselves very 
seriously. They worry over “ideas” more than diplomats do over international 
relations. The reason amateurs frequently step in with a song that goes like 
wildfire is because they hit upon out-of-the-ordinary ideas readily, whereas 
a professional, with his mind trained along regular channels, finds it hard to 
dig up the extraordinary idea. 


SECOND OR THIRD 
The other day somebody said: “I should think it would be a good idea 
to take up an atlas of the world and pick out some strauge-sounding spot for 
the title or subject matter of a popular song.’’ A well-known lyricist replied: 
“That’s not a bad idea, but, really, I’d rather be second or third with a song 
on a new order than first.’”” This is worth pondering over. Did the writer of 


the first Hawaiian song, for example, reap the profits that went to the framer 
of the second or third? 


NOT POETRY 

Songs are not poems necessarily, and should not be judged according to 

poetic standards. Melodies of popular songs should not be expected to adhere 

to rules of phrasing awarded classics. The song lyric of perfect construction 

that “goes over” usually does so in spite of the fact that it is a good poem 
rather then because of it. 

TITLES’ IMPORTANCE 
The importance of titles diminishes year by year.

No American music lover 
should worry much about this, Generally 
speaking, that portion of German music which 
deserves to survive will do so. The rest is not 
worth bothering about. The important point is 
that the composing genius of America is as- 
serting itself to such an extent that the in- 
dications are there will be no room for other 
than American music for American purposes— 
even though the war may end tomorrow.

The important consideration is not what Ger- 
many will do, but, rather, what will AMERICA 
@. It would be hard to conceive of a foreign 
movement better designed to give impetus to the 
idea of ‘‘America First.’ Our concert and 
operatic managers will simply strike the Ger- 
man names from the waiting list—and those of 
other foreigners with them—supplanting good 
old American names for our tours.

BRITISH SOLDIER THEATER 


Broadhurst’s Bought and Paid For Chosen as 
Initial Production in English Training 

} Camps—Entire Proceeds Go 

to the Soldiers 


New York, June 11.—The American drama 
has been signally honored in Great Britain, 
English mails arriving the past few days con- 
veying the interesting information to George 
Broadhurst, the American author and playwright, 
that British soldiers have paid him the signal 
honor of selecting one of his dramas, Bought 
and Paid For, as the first play to be presented 
by them at the Garrison Institute and Theater 

j at Park Hill Camp, Oswestry, England, the first 
camp theater in the British Isle to be organized, 
controlled and conducted by the British Army. 
Not only does Bought and Paid For have the 
distinction of opening the soldiers’ theater in 
Oswestry, where it is scheduled for a two weeks’ 
presentation, but after that it will also open the 
soldiers’ theater in Kinmel Park, another Eng- 
lish soldier training camp. The camp at Os- 
westry is in Shropshire, about 100 miles from 
London, while Kinmel Park is in Chester and is 
removed about 190 miles from the English capi- 
tal. These are the two largest training camps 
in England and the theaters are under the direct 
control of the British Army Canteen Committee. 


The entire proceeds from the performances of 
Bought and Paid For will go to the soldiers 
for the purchase of various comforts in the way 
of fitting up canteens, paying for athletic 
games and equipment and things of that sort. 
The cast selected to present Bought and Paid 
For is composed of soldiers and nurses, and the 
program conveys the interesting information 
that the theaters are run on a strictly cash 
basis. There is no free list nor tickets exchanged 
nor money refunded. The executive and working 
staffs are composed entirely of soldiers in 
training for trench warfare at the front. 


Bought and Paid For is described on the pro- 
gram as ‘“‘the famous American drama,’’ and 
this line has been emphasized in all advertising 
matter, the evident intention of the soldiers be- 
ing to give America the fullest possible credit. 
The author, George Broadhurst, and the producer, 
William A. Brady, are thanked most profusely 
for their kindness in granting permission to play 
the piece. 

The interesting announcement is further made 
by the soldiers that another George Broadhurst 
play, namely, the farce, What Happened to 
Jones, written twenty years ago and which Mr.

artists of the country. Mme. Sarah Bernhardt, 
who had hoped to be present and appear, was 
prevented by illness from coming, but she sent 
a letter of congratulation to Mrs, Hemmick. 

The performance partook of a brilliance well 
befitting the first presentation of the drama 
under Government auspices. It began with the 
rendition of The Star-Spangled Banner by the 
Marine Band, during which the audience stood 
at’attention, after which the band switched into 
Dixie, when the real event of the evening began. 

The play may be called a masque in three 
parts, with a poetical thesis instead of a plot. 

Mme. Sophie Breslau gave a fine exhibition 
in her presentation of the recitative and aria, 
I Have Lost My Eurydice, from the opera of 
Orpheus. The aria from Iphigenia in Tauris 
was sung by Katherine Lee, 

Tamaki Miura, the little Japanese, was en- 
thusiastically applauded when she sang One 
Fine Day. 

The patriotic climax of the evening came 
when Mme. Breslau sang The Star-Spangled 
Banner and Dixie as an encore. The rendition 
of Dixie was in honor of the Confederate Vet- 
erans here for the reunion, a sprinkling of whom 
were in the audience. 

William T. Wood, as a sort of ‘Friar Bacon,”’ 
a morality playwright of the period, had pre- 
pared a ‘“‘terrible drama of 40,()0 words,”’ and 
was just getting it ready for presentation when 
he was told the terrifying news that real women 
had ventured on the stage. She was Izetta Jew- 
ell who came forth, hounded by George O’Con- 
ner, as Beggerman, until she was rescued by 
George LaGuere, a Shakesperean-like Apollo. 

The terpsicborean interlude by two Russian 
dancers, Andreas Pavley and Serge Oukrainsky, 
formed one of the best numbers on the program 
and elicited applause. The dances were given 
under tho musical direction of George Barriers, 
the ensemble conductor. 

Comedy reigned when Mrs. R. D. Sheppard's 
tabloid version of The Taming of the Shrew 
was presented with fidelity to the true Shake- 
spearean spirit by Mr. and Mrs. R. D. McLean. 
Odette Tyler participated in the presentation 
of the tabloid. 

James K. Hackett, attired in a military uni- 
form, led the Marine Band in the playing of 
the March of the U, 8. A., La Delle Canada and 
Avec L’ Avant Garde (With the Advance Guard), 
dedicated to Marshal Joffre. Lieut. William 
Santelmann, leader of the Marine Band, and 
composer of the marches directed by Mr. Hack- 
ett, stood aside while the band played, 
but was compelled to acknowledge the plaudits 
of the assemblage. 

Director Hackett closed the program with a 
benediction written by Mme. Sarah Bernhardt, 
whom he feelingly referred to as “probably the 
greatest actress who ever lived.’’ 


LIEB-HARRIS COMPANY 
Playing Wilson Ave. Theater, Chicago 


Chicago, June 11.—The Lieb-Harnis Stock

Lieb and Harris will lead to a sorely-needed 
revival of interest in stock in the Mid-West. 


BENNETT FOR FRISCO 


San Francisco, June 11.—Richard Bennett, of 
Damaged Goods fame, will be the bright, par- 
ticular star of the Alcazar Theater dramatic 
stock company. The first production will be 
a somewhat rewritten version of The Cinderella 
Man, after which Augustus Thomas’ The Cop- 
perhead will be presented, 
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A bit of good-natured fun is being poked at 
the playreader for one of the several semi- 
professional organizations that have been so 
strenuously striving to commercialize the non- 


commercial drama in New York. It seems that 
one of our best lady playwrights, a mistress of 
sparkling dialogue and sound technique, with 
half a dozen solid successes to her credit, felt 
a rush of sympathy for the ideals and ambitions 
of the organization and proceeded to put one of 
her pet ideas into one-act form for its benefit. 
She mailed the completed manuscript In the 
usual manner and received it back soon after, 
with a patronizing note from the young play- 
reader, assuring her that her work “showed 
promise.” The inference is that the young 
idealists had devoted so much of their time in 
cramming the literary output of Russia, Scan- 
dinavia and Washington Square that they had 
neglected to familiarize themselves with even 
the names of the writers of the better-than- 
average material produced on the legitimate 
stage. 

It is probable, of course, that the playreader 
for the semi-professional company knew just 
what was wanted by the audiences attending 
semi-professional performances. Had the well- 
known playwright’s contribution promised to fill 
that want it would no doubt have been ac- 
cepted, no matter what name appeared as au- 
thor. There are times, indeed, when the pro- 
ducer would welcome a similar ignorance of the 
achievements of playwrights on the part of the 
dramatic critics. 

Take a case in point. A play now running in 
New York has won some measure of success be- 
cause audiences enjoy it. The general impres- 
<on created by reading the reviews following 
its first performance was that the play would 
not succeed. The critics declared, quite truth- 
fully, that it did not seem worthy of its author, 
who had written some of the best plays of the 
last decade. ‘They neglected to mention that 
had it been written by John Jones or Bill Smith 
they would have expressed an unqualified delight 
on finding «0 workmanlike @ sample of staple 
theatrical entertainment. 

The critic’s hardest task {s to keep a uniform 
stan@ord of excellence before him. He Is not to 
be blamed if he fails in this, tho his duty to 
the public he serves is unquestionably to inform 
them as to the measure of entertainment that 
they, who are theoretically unprejudiced by the 
past reputations of the people of the theater, 
may expect to derive from witnessing any per- 
formance reviewed. The critic, attending the 
premiere of a new play by Galsworthy or Shel- 
don, builds hopes for a memorable evening. If 
his expectations are not realized he naturally 
says so, and his disappointment colors bis re- 
view, Attending a farce comedy by Hiram Q. 
Jenkins the following evening he expects only 
“nother one of those things.’’ Finding it 
mildly enjoyable he is surprised, and again his 
review is colored. His average reader, compar- 
ing the two notices, comes to the conclusion 
that the Jenkins farce is a good show and that 
the more serious effort is not. 

Many a successful author, exhausted by the 
labor of revision and alteration, in which he has 
lost all perspective and is therefore uncertain 
whether or not his new play measures up to 
the standard of his past performances, has 
longed to borrow Hiram Jenkins’ name for the 
premiere. There are, of course, several well- 
known instances when thie was done. But so 
freely does gossip run up and down Main street 
that the secret invariably leaks out, the author's 
motives are questioned and the reviews again 
colored, 

In Fanny’s First Play Shaw, loosing his shafts 
of satire in the direction of the critics, makes 
one of them say in effect: ‘‘How do I know 
whether it’s a good play or not if I don’t know 
who the author is? If it is by a good author 
it is a good play.” While this line was much 
applauded it seems rather to miss than to hit 
the mark. Several Shaw plays that failed to do 
thelr author justice, and were therefore re- 
ceived with scant courtesy, might have been 
the making of friend Jenkins. Were it not that 
the producer counts on the reputation of an au- 
thor to attract a representative first-night audf- 
ence, from which he hopes to derive an indica- 
tion of the drawing qualities of the material of- 
fered, it might prove advantageous to withbold 
the author’s name in all cases nntil after a 
play’s opening. Thus the critie would be en- 
abled to apply only the standards of average 
merit to the new play presented, while the au- 
thor, having the privilege of claiming respon- 
sibility after judgment has been passed, would 
hot suffer in a business way. 


While the unknown author may have a psycho- 
logical advantage over the man of reputation in 


facing the critical jury it seems as difficult as 
ever for him to secure a bearing for his efforts 
unless he is possessed of influence or the serv- 
ices of an enterprising literary agent. A writer 
of reputation, by way of experiment, recently 
sent an anonymous script to several managerial 
offices without getting a reading. It wae sub- 
sequently accepted by the first manager to 
whom it was submitted in person. 

Managers are not altogether to blame for 
this state of affairs. The amateur effort that 
pours in with every mail is of so low an aver- 
age that few scripts justify the reading of 
more than a few pages of dialogue. In dealing 
only with writers of standing the manager 
knows he Is buying experience if not always in- 
spiration, Thousands of manuscripts may be 
read without onearthing a possibility. One 
manager, who has the submitted manuscripts 
weeded out for him before they reach his desk, 
claims to have read an average of eighty ee- 
lected plays each year for seventeen years, and 
of the lot he has produced three, all of which 
failed, His many successes were all either 
written to order, furnished by successful writers 
under contract, or recommended by play agents. 
On the other hand a housecleaning in a man- 
agerial office not so long ago brought to light a 
score of manuscripts put aside for further con- 
sideration and then forgotten, among which were 
two plays long since successfully produced by 
other managements. 


“English Slackers in U. S. A. To Lose Citizen- 
ship’ heralds a headline. A gloating cue for 
the American actors who have resented the in- 
vasion of their field and indulged in many 
sneering references to the trenches. But also a 
cue for some deep thinking on his part. Are 
ablebodied young actors to continue popular 
with American audiences when 60 many of their 
neighbors are ont in active service? English 
producers of musical comedy soon found it 
advisable to do without chorus men. The sight 
of painted youths capering to melody was of- 
fensive to their patrons. 

We only know of one actor who Is training 
for the Officers’ Reserve Corps—Mr. Achellis, 
known to the stage as Pau! Gordon. If there 
are more we would like to hear of them and give 
the fact as much publicity as we are able, for 
the sake of good name of the profession. It 
may be that many have applied and have been 
rejected. The educational standard is high in 
the Officers’ Corps, the collegiate degree almost 
all important, and the percentage of college 
graduates among players is very small. 

That the well-paid actor with dependent rela- 
tives should hesitate about enlisting as a private 
is natural. Only a fraction of one per cent of 


those with less to lose have done so. But the 
actor is in the public eye, his public and 
private Ufe is ever under scrutiny. The matter 
is not entirely one between the man and his 
conscience, 

We may expect managers to insert a foot- 
note in this season’s programs reading, ‘‘None 
of the actors of this cast have been found ac- 
ceptable for military duty.” If some such note 
is made its truth should be ascertained before 
insertion. 

There will be five plays this season with a 
New York record of 250 performances or more. 
Of these only one has a star, Collier, in his 
farce, Nothing But the Truth. Of the other 
four at least two are without players who 
filled leading parts at the outset of the run, 
and all of them may be presented by a number 
of touring companies in the fall. It has not 
been a season for stars. 


GARRICK THEATER 


Will Be Opened by Copeau as Theater 
Du Vieux-Colombier 


New York, June 9—M. Jacques Copeau, 
director of the Theater du Vieux-Colombier, of 
Paris, who has been lecturing on French dra- 
matic art in this country, announced yesterday 
that upon his return from Paris he would re- 
open the Garrick [heater in West Thirty-fifth 
street as the Theatre du Vieux-Colombier of 
New York and install there his Paris company 
of about thirty persons. It is the intention of 
M. Copeau not only to present his own com- 
pany of French actors, singers and dancers, 
but also to make Manhattan’s Theater du Vieux- 
Colombier, which probably will be opened about 
November 20 next, a New York theater for the 
exhibition of allied French art of the stage, 
such as the performances of Yvette Guilbect, 
noted French concert singers and artists and 
artistes of the French stage In general.

“I worked my way thru college with a screw 
driver and monkey wrench and gave entertain- 
ments while I was doing it,’’ which is his way 
eof explaining that he graduated from college 
before he laid aside the overalls, which he wore 
while working as journeyman machinist. He 
bas been connected with many of the various 
lyceum and chautauqua bureaus, has spent years 
upon the platform as an entertainer and lecturer, 
so that he knows the movement from every 
angle. 

He had been a practical newspaper man be- 
fore he launched The Platform, one of the trade 
journals devoted to this movement, which he 
owned and edited for six years. He recently 
sold his magazine business to A. L. Flude of 
Chicago, and we quote the following excerpt 
from the editorial published by Mr. Flude in 
the April issue of that magazine, as it sets forth 
a general resume of the results which this 
tireless worker has accomplished: 

“It will be a matter of genuine regret to 
many to know that Fred High has severed his 
connection with The Platform and is already 
engaged in other duties. His activities are too 
well known to need a long account at this time. 
High has succeeded in putting The Platform 
upon the map, but that is only a small portion 
of what he has accomplished. He secured more 
genuine publicity for the lyceum and chautauqua 
movement than they had before secured. He 
did effective work in prison reform, in the 
great polar controversy, in the publishing of 
books, and was always ready to espouse any 
cause which appealed to his sympathy. We 
are glad to be able to state that he is going 
into a field of much greater magnitude. After 
a short ‘‘vacation’’ which he will spend as plat- 
form manager of the Co-Operative Chautauquas 
in Texas he will take over a responsible posi- 
tion here in Chicago in a new role of publicity 
promotion. High has been a real student of 
publicity. A pile of letters from advertisers is 
ample and abundant proof of the work he has 
accomplished along that line. Readers of The 
Platform will occasionally hear of him in these 
columns and we know that every reader will 
wish him abundant success in his new field of 
endeavor. 

“On the evening of March 9 a farewell dinner 
was tendered to Mr. High by his many friends. 
The affair was held at the Hotel La Salle. After 
L. A. 
rooms, where short talks were given by Mr. 
High, William Rainey Bennett, R. R. Hamil- 
ton, R. E. Morningstar, William Sterling Bat- 
tis and others. There were about forty present 
to say good-by to Mr. High, and in his account 
of the beginning struggles of The Platform and 
of a few of the things which have been ac- 
complished by the magazine he gave some in- 
teresting history of the lyceum and its possi- 
bilities.’’

The great world war has swept over the face 
of the earth, set man against man and brother 
against brother, slaying its millions and laying 
its heavy burdens even upon the unborn babies 
of the future, 

With the ery of war, war, war filling the air 
I returned from a vacation trip to the Southwest 
only to be assigned a Herculean task that all 
but crushes me to even contemplate it. 

Congress is now laying its burdens of taxa- 
tion upon the joys of the world. Happiness and 
pleasure must pay the bills piled up by greed 
and selfishness. 

While the war revenue tax bill was up in the 
house the Hon. Simeon D. Fess offered a sub- 
stitute for the motion then before Congress to 
exempt certain forms of lyceums and chautau- 
quas. In his remarks on the floor he said: 
“My fear is that this very important popular 
educational institution which must depend upon 
patronage for its continuance will discontinue. 
1 look upon their cessation as a distinct loss to 
our country. The chautauqua platform is a 
great summer school attended by a very re- 
spectable proportion of our population, young 
or old, It is the platform upon which are freely 
discussed all questions of national import pro 
and con. It is an error to regard them as pri- 
marily commercial.” 

The Hon. Horace M. Towner, of Mendota, Ia., 
took part Im the discussion, He said: “I am 
very much opposed to the position that any tax 
should be placed upon the chautauquas in the 
United States or on lecture courses in this 
country. Because certain gentlemen get high 
prices for lectures and chautauqua addresses 
does not take from me the belief that on the 
whole these institutions are a great benefit to 
the people and the country, both educationally 
and in a bigh sense as entertainment. I wish 
that this section and provision reached only 
to those institutions that were exclusively for 
the purpose of entertainment, but when in- 
stitutions such as the chautauquas are organ- 
ized all over the country, which give the people 
both high-class amusement and a high class 
of instruction upon eductional grounds, it seems 
to me that it is a tremendous mistake to tax 
them as it is intended to do by this bill. I 
would be glad to strike out the provision of the 
bill that applies to lecture courses and chau- 
tauqua courses, I believe such a tax is unjust, 
1 believe it is ummerited, I believe it is in- 
expedient and I wish it were out of the bill.”” 

The selfishness of the Hon. Simeon D. Fess 
can best be judged by the purpose of bis mo- 
tlon—it was to exempt a few independent chau- 
tauquas like the one he himself conducts at 
Yellow Springs, O., even if the 6,000 other 
chautauquas were ruined by this sudden unex- 
pected burden being laid upon them. Let us 
not forget that it is as true today as it was in 
the days of the great Chief Justice Marshall, 
who said: ‘“‘The power to tax is the power to 
destroy.”’ 

For years I have fought this insidious enemy 
that has been stealthily twining its deadly coils 
around the great amusement world. It is now 
taking in the chautanquas and lyceum move- 
ment, which Senator LaFollette has said has 
been the very salvation of our Republic. 

Some years ago I sat in the gallery of the 
Virginia House of Representatives and listened 
to the discussions over the proposed legislation 
which, when enacted, wouid deprive the negro 
of the right of suffrage. There were only two 
negroes in Richmond at that time who cared 
enough about this great fundamental right of 
man to even attend the sessions and to listen 
to the discussions of the principles involved. 

While Congress has been wrestling with the 
very power of life or death to the lyceum and 
chautauqua movement what has been the atti- 
tude of those of us who are engaged in this 
morement? 3 

We wish to copy the following from The Ly- 
eceum Magazine, the May issue: ‘“‘We have a 
feeling that The Billboard, the big show 
paper, is going clear out of its field in running 
a lyeeum and chautanqua department weekly. 
This is seid on the part of The Lyceum Maga- 
zine without the least resentment at having 
others enter this fleld in which it works, In- 
deed, we are pleased at such national recogni- 
tion, and glad that The Billboard used = such 
good judgment in selecting so clever an editor 
for it as Mr. Lucey. 

“But the show business and the lyceum and 
chautauqua movement are fundamentally dif- 
ferent. One 1: run for private gain and the 
other for public good. One is run by “‘ired 
help, the other by donated service. And lining 
the two side by side confuses the public mind, 
and breeds the thought that both should be 
licensed and taxed alike. 

“The show business has a great organ in The 
Billboard, but the paper might about as well 
run a ministerial department on the ground

to $10,000 on each chautauqua season,

Editorial Comment 


We have repeatedly assured show- 
men that they need entertain no fear 
on the score of business—that the de- 
mand for entertainment would grow 
keener and keener as we got deeper 
and deeper into the war, and events 
are proving that our predictions were 
sound and true. 

Whenever the circuses, carnivals and 
tent shows generally have encountered 
even fairly decent weather business 
has been uniformly big, and reports of 


capacity and turnaway have been fre- 
quent. 

But! 

A dark, heavy and ominous looking 
cloud is looming up on the horizon. 

Serious trouble is brewing. 

It is the railroads. 

The Senate Finance Committee, 
June 5, exempted from the mileage 
and transportation tax all circuses, 
carnivals and theatrical companies 
that owned their own railway equip- 
ment (cars). 

This is highly significant when 
coupled with the fact that recently 
orders were sent out from Washing- 
ton by the National Railroad Commis- 
sioners urging the most drastic meas- 
ures in the conservation and use of 
company cars. 

It means that there is very grave 
possibility that only those shows that 
own their own equipment will move 
with any certainty. 

Indeed, duty and candor both de- 
cree that we put it even more bluntly 
—that we state plainly that shows 
dependent upon company cars will 
move with greatest difficulty—if they 
move at all. 


The wise thing to do in this 
emergency is to acquire equipment 


Tractors will haul these great, big 
baggage, seat, pole and stake wagons 
over the road, but the expense will be 
so great, in most country, as to be 
prohibitive. 


This is a condition that confronts 
showmen. 

There is no politics in it. 

It can not be fixed nor will influence, 
however powerful, avail. 

The railroads have been plundered 
on a grand scale and milked and bled 
in thousands of lesser ways for so 
long and constantly that they are as 
weak and impotent in this emergency 
as so many kittens. 

They can not serve the nation and 
showmen, too. 

They have not the cars nor the 
means to buy them. 

If we had had Government owner- 
ship for five years past we would be 
in no such predicament. 

However, it is too late to talk about 
that now. 

The thing to do is to look the situa- 
tion in the eye and then devise ways 
and means to meet it—if that is pos- 
sible.

It can not be purchased from the 
larger railroads. They are searching 
the junk yards and salvaging any old 
thing in the way of a car that can 
possibly be patched up and put into 
service. 

But there are minor roads that can 
and will supply a few flats, boxes and 
coaches here and there and a few con- 
cerns that have a few (a very few) to 
lease. 

Go after them! 

Get them! 

Hustle! 

Remember that the only alternative 
is almost sure to be auto trucks, and 
shows not built for the latter will be 
cumbersome, unwieldy and very hard 
to handle with that kind of transpor- 
tation. 

The specially built auto-hauled cir- 
cus or carnival is entirely practical 
and even more economical than the 
rairoad kind, but putting a railroad 
show on auto trucks is almost as im- 
practicable as trying to convert one 
into a wagon show. 

Be it circus or carnival the vehicles 
will all be too heavy.

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WINTER GARDEN IS 
MODERN ICE PALACE 


San Francisco’s Big Rink One 
of the Finest in the Coun- 


try—-Under Management 
of Wm. C. Dathe 


The Winter Gardens Ice Rink in San Francisco 
is one of the most modern ice palaces in the 
United States. It is located in a finely con- 
structed bullding erected especially for the pur- 
pose. The building is 375x150 feet, with a 
skating surface of 210x90 ft., and a seating 
capacity of 2,700, with standing room to ac- 
commodate 1,500 more. There are 375 box seats 
and benches on the ice to seat 350. The track 
is ten laps to the mile. On the balcony above 
the entrance is a fine hand shell, where a $7,500 
American Photo Player furnishes music morning 
and part of the afternoon and a ten-plece band 
plays from 2 to 3 and 8 to 11 p.m. Next 
to the band shell is the manager's office. There 
is also a private office for the director of instruc- 
tors, who has charge of 22 competent men dressed 
in neat uniforms, 

The rink has an emergency hospital as finely 
equipped as any physician’s office, and is in 
charge of Dr. S. H. Fowler, who remains on duty 
all during skating sessions. Adjoining the hos- 
pital room are two hockey club rooms, ladies’ 
and gentlemen's shower rooms, reception rooms, 
parlors and instructors’ room. The equipment in- 
cludes 1,500 private steel lockers and 125 fam- 
ily lockers, The ceiling is decorated with 7! 
large drop electric lights with 1,500 small lights 
in the arches. On each pillar on the side of 
the rink are costly emblems to represent all co!- 
leges, athletic and sporting clubs and 500 lamps 
over the arches above these pillars, 

At the entrance are two large ticket cffices 
with attractive outside decorations. Upon en- 
tering the arena is found a ladies’ and gentle- 
men’s skate room, where 14 skate boys, neatly 
attired in striking uniforms, are on duty. The 
refreshment parlor is an elaborate affair, and is 
in charge of young ladies. 

The Winter Garden was opened October 10, 
1916, and was dedicated by Gladys Lemb, of the 
Baptie and Lamb Troupe of skaters, who were 
the first to give exhibitions at the rink. 

William C.. Dathe is the efficient manager of 
Winter Gardens, and is ably assisted by M. H. 
Hendricks, a former skating partner of Harley 
Davidson.

Oscar Mathisen, Christiania, Norway, 1% 
mile, 4 minutes, 13 3-5 seconds, made at Eau 
Claire, Wis., March 4, 1917. The best similar 
former record was made by Edmund Lamy, 
former international amateur champion, at 
Cleveland, January 27, 1910, in 4 minutes, 23 
seconds. 

The record of one mile, claimed to have been 
made by Arthur N. Staff, of Chicago, present 
international amateur champion, of 2 minutes, 
35 seconds flat, at Garfield Park, Chicago, 
February 6, 1016, is being held up by the 
Record Committee pending further investiga- 
tion. The condition under which this record 
is alleged to have been made will have to be 
investigated thoroly, as there are many who 
doubt the record could be skated in such re- 
markable time unless the track was sHort. All 
officials in charge of this race will be required 
to appear be’ore the Board at its next meeting 
before a decision will be made.

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HARRY LUKEN AND WIFE LOSE 
LIVES WHEN TRAIN HITS AUTO 


Well-Known Show People in Fatal Accident Near 
Reading, Pa.—Mr. and Mrs. Clarence Upde- 
graff Seriously Injured, But Are Ex- 
pected To Recover 


Reading, Pa., June 9.—Harry Luken, pro- 
prietor of the Harry Luken Shows, and his wife, 
professionally known as Mlle. Evelyn, were 
killed, and Clarence E, Updegraff, business man- 
ager of the Luken caravan, and wife badly in- 
jured in a horrible crossing accident near here 
Wednesday afternoon, when a Pennsylvania ex- 
press train struck the automobile in which they 
were riding, driven by Mr. Updegraff. 

Mr, Luken, Mr. Updegraff and Mrs. Updegraff 
were thrown under the automobile, which was 
caught under a milk station platform ten feet 
from the crossing.. Mr. Luken displayed great 
vitality. As he was being taken from under 
the wheels of the machine he wept for the un- 
fortunate women, and begged the people to as- 
sist them. ‘“‘I can help myself; go get the 
women,’’ was his plea. Never did ‘he think he 
had a fracture at the base of his skull, nor did 
he know he was suffering with fractures of both 
legs and injured internally. Mr. Luken and the 
others were taken to Pottstown by the train, 
and at the station he was placed in an ambu- 
lance and rushed to the Pottstown Hospital. As 
he was being placed upon the operating table he 
asked the physicians whether they were going 
to operate on him. Upon being told of the 
seriousness of his condition he sank into uncon- 
sciousness, and at 6.30 p.m, passed away. 

Mrs. ‘Luken was thrown 19 feet, her back 
striking a signal pole, and she was killed almost 
instantly. Her neck was broken and her head 
crushed on the right side. Just as the train 
was pulling into the Pottstown station she died. 
She was 26 years of age. 

Mr, Updegraff is suffering with a fracture of 
the left leg below the knee and lacerations of 
the right leg above the knee. His entire body 
is covered with bruises and abrasions. 

Mrs, Updegraff’s injuries consist of a com- 
pound fracture of the left leg below the knee 
and lacerations on the left side of her head. Both 
she and her husband are expected to recover. 

The accident occurred at the iower crossing 
at Monocacy at 4.13 p.m. The car was hit by 
the 4 o'clock train out of Reading. The Luken 
Carnival bas been appearing in Pottstown for 
the past two weeks, and Mr. Luken and his wife 
left the show lot at 7 o’clock Wednesday morn- 
ing to do some shopping in Reading. They were 
joined here by Mr. and Mrs. Updegraff, and were 
on their way back to Pottstown when the ac- 
cident occurred. 

Mr. Luken was 43 years of age. He was born 
in Chester, Ill., but lived in Reading the greater 
part of his life. He took to the show business 
at an early age, having gained considerable ef- 
ficiency as a gymnast. His first engagement was 
at Toledo, O., April 24, 1894, when he and his 
brother, Augustus Luken, joined the Sun Bros.’ 
Circus. 

During that season the two brothers were with 
five different shows. This was their start, but 
they kept at it until they reached the top of their 
profession, having played in the largest circyses 
and theaters in the world, after organizing the 
Four Lukens act. 

This was one of the first casting acts on the 
road and for many years it was the highest 
priced acrobatic troupe on the stage. In 1901 the 
act made its first appearance on the Keith Cir- 
euit and two years later toured Europe. It 
played ten straight weeks at the Empire Thea- 
ter, London. The last trip to Europe was made 
in 1908, when Mr. Luken and his troupe played a 
six weeks’ engagement at the Winter Garden, 
Berlin. 

Mr. Luken stayed with the act until a few 
years ago, and then retired to look after his 
many acts on the read. He built the Luken 
Gymnasium on Thorn street, and it was here

MUSICAL MUSINGS 


By THE MUSE 


The question arises in these patriotic times 
as to just what time the audience should stand 
up when America and The Star-Spangled Ban- 
ber are played? One of the boys contends 
after the first eight measures are played. What 
is the rule, if there is any? 

Pence’s Band is creating some high-class com- 
ment. The roster of the band is: Raleigh 
ence, leader and baritone; Everette Pence, 
solo cornet; Leo Allen, ajto; Claude Kimmel, 
trombone; E. B. Knowles, tuba; Harry Ham- 
mond and Billy Fortner, drums. 

Speaking of O. A. Peterson's article in the 
Musings recently Edw. H. Gruzard says: ‘‘Mr. 
0, A. Peterson's first sentence makes a good 
subject for discussion, ‘!'m somewhat disap- 
pointed to see that our department is growing 
smaller instead of bigger.’ Why? That is the 
question. My answer is that the real musicians 
are not interested, and, therefore, are not con- 
tributing to this department. It is all right 
to say what musicians are doing. When a mu- 
sician pigks up The Billboard he wants to read 
something that will be of benefit to him in the 
music line, and he finds that some carnival mu- 
sician is writing about organizing a road local 
or telling what marches he considers the best. 
We want to hear from the good musicians, those 
who know what they are talking about; why 
some of these leaders are just ginners. I 
know one who couldn't play the Memphis Blues, 
and he bad a whole lot to say. And those mu- 
siclans want more salary! The better musicians 
are coming into demand more every day, and 
if you can do the work the manager will have 
to pay the salary. The first show I was on 
paid me $10 and all, that was in 1899. I have 
not worked for that since. At the present 
time a man getting $14 can’t save very much 
more than he could at $10 then, yet I under- 
stand that the carnivals pay $12 and you have 
to pay your board. With the high cost of liv- 
ing some managers put in an ad ‘make your 
salary in keeping with the times.’ If you did 
the minimum salary would be $15 and all. Such

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WAR NOT TO STOP LYNCHBURG 
ASS'N FROM HOLDING FAIR 


Officials Decide To Give Exhibition as Ori:inally 
Scheduled—Two Canadian Secretaries Write 
Timely Letters Setting Forth Ex: 2rience 
With Wartime Fairs 


‘Lynchburg, Va., June 9.—The officials of the 
Interstate Fair Association, at a special meeting 
Monday night of this week, rescinded their ac- 
tion of two weeks ago, calling off the holding of 
the thirteenth annual exhibition, and the fair 
will be held October 2 to 5 as originally an- 
nounced. ° 

The sentiment was almost unanimous to back 
the association again this season in spite of un- 
favorable conditions incident to our war. As 
the result of the first decision of the board many 
adverse comments were heard from a number of 
sources, and it was generally acclaimed an un- 
wise move on the part of the directors not to 
bold this year’s fair. The action was speeded 
ap last Monday night by the avowed intention of 
& number of outside sportsmen of operating a 
local fair under their own auspices. 

Secretary Frank A. Lovelock, dean of Virginia 
fair secretaries, is busily engaged in completing 
the preparations which were suddenly halted two 
weeks ago by the decision of the directors to 
abandon the fair for the current season, and he 
says that the greatest effort possible will be put 
forth to make the fair a farmers’ exhibition in 
all that the name implies. 

In addition to making the agricultural inter- 
ests prominent Secretary Lovelock intends to 
bring before the people such features as would 
be educational concerning military movements, 
and among others he proposes to engage an 
aviator to demonstrate the use of an airplane in 
war, giving illustrations of one being attacked 
from below and responding with aerial bombs. 


CANADIAN SECRETARIES WRITE 


The Billboard has received the following let- 
ters from H. 8. Rolston, general manager of the 
Vancouver (B. C.) Exhibition Association, and 
E. L. Richardson, manager of the Calgary In- 
dustrial Exhibition: 

“Replying te your inquiry in regards to our 
experience with war-time fairs will say I have 
had several inquiries from my fellow members of 
the American Association of Fairs and I have 
written each one that our experience would lead 
me to assure them that they need not be at all 
fearful of the success of their enterprise. It is 
true our first war-time fair was to some extent a 
financial failure, but the reason of this was that 
our people were in a near panic at the time. 
War was declared on August 4, 1914. Our 
grounds were taken over by the militia on Au- 
gust 12; the first regiment entrained August 24, 
and our fair was held September 3. The city and 
country thought of nothing but war. Our en- 
tries fell very low, our merchants did not care 
to exhibit and our gate receipts fell short. Had 
there been a month or two more intervening be- 


~ 


tween the declaration of \ ar and our dates I 
am sure we would have been in good shape, 

“Our second and third fairs have more than 
fully recovered, and this, notwithstanding the 
fact that over 40,000 men—young men and the 
best spenders—have gone to the front. We are 
now entering into the fourth event, and are do- 
ing so with every confidence that it will be a 
great success, 

“Conditions, however, should be adjusted to 
meet the situation. We are enouraging, to the 
utmost, the militia to use our fair as a means of 
mr aemeanag We offer everv facility to the Red 


was continued with every possible expenditure 
reduced. 


“In 1916, owing to the magnificent crops of the 
year previous and the excellent prospects for the 
1916 crops, the exhibition was the most success- 
ful we have ever held, our attendance being 
103,720 and our receipts showing a balance of 
$4,629.75 over the expenditure. We pay over 
$18,000 a year in prizes, a large percentage of 
which is paid for the encouragement of live stock 
breeding. Prospects for the forthcoming ex- 
hibition are of the best, and we confidently ex- 
pect to surpass last year’s record and give every 
considerable encouragement to live stock breed- 
ing and agriculture production. 


“Our office also has charge of other live stock 
sales and shows thruout the year. We sell wool 
co-operatively for members of the Alberta Sheep 
Breeders’ Association, and our work in this re- 
gard has increased as follows: In 1914 we sold 
2,500 fleeces; in 1915, 14,258 fleeces, and in 1916 
we sold 42,489 fleeces. 

“In connection with the annual auction sale 
of bulls, which we hold for the Alberta Cattle 
Breeders’ Association, we sold 213 bulls in 1914, 
336 in 1915, 304 in 1916 and this year 470— 
the last sale realizing $136,821. 

“The above is an indication of how things are 
righting themselves in Canada since the war be- 
gan. The general financial conditions in the 
United States being in such splendid shape when 
war was declared by President Wilson, and the 
fact that there has been no panic since our war 
has been in progress (nearly three years), I 
cannot see any reason why the exhibitions would 
be affected very materially as regards attendance

Mr. Richardson writes: 

“Since the United States has declared war I 
have had a number of letters from State fair 
managers, asking whaf effect the war has had 
on Canadian exhibitions. 


“Our exhibition is held the first week in July 
at Calgary, and, therefore, was just over in 1914 
when the war was declared. Our attendance fell 
off considerably in 1915, which was, of course, 
expected. There were two or three reasons for 
the decrease. The people were naturally very 
much affected by the tremendous war, as it was 
dificult to anticipate what severe hardships 
might have to be suffered as a result of it. We 
were also feeling the effects of a real. estate 
boom and an oil boom. There were some of our 
citizens, who, on first consideration, thought 
that the exhibition should be discontinued. For- 
tunately those who held euch an opinion were 
considerably in the minority, and the exhibition

WAR TAX ON FAIRS 


Discussed in Letter by Secretary C. B. 
Ralston 


Ralston, Va., June 9.—Secretary CC. B. Rals 
ton, of the Virginias Fair Circuit, with head 
quarters in this city, has written the following 
letter relative to the war tax upon fairs to va 
rious secretaries in the circuit: 

“Dear Mr. Secretary—Referring further to the 
proposed Federal War Tax on admission to places 
of amusement, of which I wrote you some time 
ago, and advised that you wire your representa- 
tive at Washington. The great number of wires 
to Congressmen sent by fair secretaries from all 
parts of the United States protesting against the 
tax on admissions will have the desired ef- 
fect. 

“I was in Washington on Monday, June 4, 
where I met, and was one of, a committee of 
fair men, composed of the following: Henry 
Cochran and J. F. Seldomridge, Pennsylvania;

NEW YORK STATE CONTRIBUTES 


Usual Sum To Aid of Seventy-Ejight 
County and Town Fairs 

Albany, N. Y., June 9.—According to an 
Official report issued by the Commissioner of 
Agriculture, Chas, S. Wilson, the State will 
contribute the usual sum of $250,000 to seventy- 
eight county and town fairs for the promotion 
of agriculture and domestic arts, also for the 
exhibition of cattle, horses, sheep, swine and 
poultry, and Commissioner Wilson will mail 
each society a check as soon as the premium 
lists are announced, 

The report further shows that last year each 
fair association paid out over $1,000 more for 
eash prizes than it received on average from 
the State as bonus for maintenance of these 
important events. Ten regularly organized so- 
cleties failed to hold their events because of 
the prevalence of infantile paralysis. Thirty- 
two associations received the limit allowed from 
the State appropriation, or $4,000, while the 
remaining $122,000 was distributed among 
forty-six associations - in proportion to the 
amount of cash premiums paid out. 

The amount now offered by the State is far 
less than when the fair associations received 
the incomes from race tracks, with the result 
that the number of the annual fairs is smaller.

Owing to the peculiar situation in fair circles 
caused by the war it was thought advisable to 
wait until things were more settled before mak- 
ing any announcements. 

The dates are September 17 to 21. Stephen J. 
McDonald, the general manager, is well known 
as a publicity expert, as he handles the fair, 
auto show and various other large enterprises, 
and knows the game, 

The fair will be handled by three departments 
this year, with a competent man at the head 
of each, as follows: Stephen J. McDonald, gen- 
eral manager and publicity; C. 8. Karland, direct- 
or general of all shows, concessions, contests, 
gate prizes and amusements; Lyman A. Lilly, 
secretary of the agricultural department. All 
departments are working in perfect harmony, 
and with the vast amount of experience repre- 
sented by these three men it is safe to say this 
year will bring forth great results. 

Liberty bonds will be given as prizes. Mr. Kar- 
land has arranged to give away five automobiles, 
two farms and two lots as gate prizes. The 
farms were donated by railroads and the lots 
by real estate men, 

Mr. Karland will also build a mammoth Dutch 
Holland Village that will cover four acres of 
ground. There are 60,000 Hollanders here that 
never took much interest in the fair, and it was 
thought best to try and interest them.

Ruth Law, aviatrix, has been signed, and her 
contract calls for a large program of special 
events. 

The merchants and business men of Grand 
Rapids have always been more than loyal in 
their support of the fair, and the association 
will co-operate with them in holding a big night 
carnival down town. This will consist of a 
large farmers’ parade, with all floats built out 
of material raised on the owner's own farm; 
business men’s pageant of floats, fraternal pa- 
rade, auto parade and a special night for the 
children’s school pageant. Mr. Karland will have 
full charge of this, and announces that the city 
will be decorated and six bands arranged for 
to make the night events a success. 

There will be no privileges or concessions sold

We expect exhibitors to ad- 
vertise and exploit these stars because of their 
powers of andience attraction, but we know 
from within our organization that we can make 
the production itself our greatest mercantile as- 
set. Incidentaliy we make the stars them- 
selves much better thru the medium of powerful 
stories produced and directed by important 
artists. 

“The splendid snecesses achieved by Edgar 
and Archibald Selwyn, Margaret Mayo, Arthur 
Hopkins, who are the associated owners of Gold- 
wyn, as well as the achievements of the other 
distinguished factors we have enlisted with us, 
could not fail to exert a great influence for good 
in the world of motion pictures. 

“In this alllance we have not been scared or 
even slightly influenced by precedent—which is 
the dangerous obstacle to progress in any art 
or industry. We have defied all of the estab- 


lished picture conventions as well as the business 
conventions of the industry. We have resisted 
from the beginning any and all influences that 
cause a producer to make time-clock pictures.

Chicago, June $.—Laocal moving picture ex- 
hibitors are seriously considering the advisa- 
bility of asking the Government to investigate 
the nuisance of pounds upon pounds of un- 
sought printed publicity matter that floods 
in upon them daily, 

Some time ago a manufacturer conceived 
the idea of saving a portion of his advertising 
outlay by printing his own newspaper. Natural. 
t ly it had no circulation, and in lieu of sub- 
scription lists copies were sent gratis to every 
exhibitor whose address could be secured. In 
order to impress the exhibitor the psuedo 
publisher indulged in the pretense that the 
bulletin was intended for the clipping desk 
of newspapers, implying that the exhibitor 
was permitted to learn secrets that had previ- 
ously been entrusted to editors only. The ex- 
hibitors were righteously indignant, because 
even a child could see that the ‘exclusive 
news’? consisted in nothing more than wild, 
unfounded praise of everything and anything 
appertaining to the interests of the manufac-

, Other manufacturers deemed the idea a 
: gool one, and each proceeded to put up a 


bulletin. Soon they became so profuse that 
they defeated their own ends. Their prolific 
increase seems to have exhausted the patience 
of exhibitors, who read oply the papers they 
consider sufficiently valuable to subscribe for.

The same two boys in their manhood display 
the qualities which the environment and the 
heredity over which they held no control gave 
them in the early years, emphasized in the 
opening reels of the film. The story itself is 
interesting only for its revelations of the 
mental manipulations of the boys. Any story 
with the same intent would have suited just as 
well. 

There are dozens of close-ups, which are ad- 
mirably timed to catch shades of thought— 
particularly excellent in the children. There is 
the gentle fun of the youngsters’ naughtiness 
and human touches thruout which make it as 
sure an investment as a gold mine. With its 
limited small-town vision it is broad, and with 
its circumscribed outlook it is as wide as the 
world, because the world knows nothing 
vaster than developing childhood.—L. H.

New York, June 9.—One of the most im- 
Portant inrovations in the film industry, which, 
within short time, will affect every foot of 
film, ha. just been brought to the attention of 
the trade papers thru a contract which was 
signed during the past week between Shepard 
*% Vasa Loan, Major ©. J. Allenbaugh, of the 
Vilm enovating Company, and W. C. Fields, 
Presiden” of the Hedwig Laboratories. This 
‘ontract ~revides that the Hedwig Laborator- 
‘es are t> use the ‘‘Allenbaugh Process’’ on 

1 the files handled by this organization. 

Major Allynbaugh has been working on his 
invention for three years, and a couple of 
wees ago advised Harry Shepard, of Shepard 
* Van Loan, of his success. Shepard & 
Vav Loan immediately entered into a contract 
wit: him to act as his agents, resulting in 
the eontract with Mr. Fields. 

™n discussing his invention Major Allen- 
teugh said: “There have been a great many at- 
‘e apts during the last seven or eight years 
te devite come means to preserve the film, but 
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they proved inefficient in that the film treated 
by these various methods became more or less 
brittle, and instead of serving the film had 
a tendency to shorten its life. 

“I have worked along an entirely ditferent 
line. After many experiments, during which 
I must admit thousands of feet were destroyed 
and spoiled, I discovered that in treating the 
emulsion I had to also take into consideration 
a treatment of the celluloid itself that would 
harmonize with the treatment of the emulsion. 


This I have succeeded in doing and have 
proved that notwithstanding the emulsion is 
hardened, yet it is hardened in such a way 


as to become practically a part of the celluloid 
itself, and the whole made more flexible and 
pliable than the untreated film and remains so. 

“In hardening emuls'on the sprocket walls 
are given additional strength. The film treated 
with this process will run thru the projecting 
machine with absolutely no accumulation of 
emulsion on the sprocket wheel, tension springs 
and aperture gate, or in any point that it may 
come in contact with. This relieves the strain 
or the walls of the sprocket boles and prevents 
the numerous scratches, wear and tear that 
is the usual effect on the untreated film. 

“I believe the day is coming, and that, too, 
in the near future, when every exhibitor will 
demand that the film that he books be treated 
with this process. This especially appties to 
the exhibitor who is using the 60), 9) and 
100-day stuff. Because of the fact that the 
film is treated it will be in far better con- 
dition when it reaches him."’

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PARK MEN PROTEST 
AGAINST WAR TAX 


A. S. McSwigan and George M. 
Harton Make Special Trip 
to Washington — Urge 
Others To Get Busy 


A. &. McSwigan, president of Kennywood Park, 
Pittsburg, Pa., and George M.- Harton, of West 
View Park, Pittsburg, returned to Pittsburg 
last Saturday from Washington, where they 
made a special trip to protest to the Senate 
Finance Committee against the proposed war 
tax on amusements. Senators Knox and Pen- 
rose and Representative Porter gave them as- 
sistance in laying their views before the com- 
mittee. 

The portion of the bill to which they objected 
most seriously was that which calls for a tax of 
five cents on every free admission ticket issued. 
The following letter from Mr. McSwigan to The 
Billboard explains the situation thoroly: 

“I have just returned from Washington, where 
I went to see in just what shape the war rev- 
enue legislation is going to hit the park and out- 
door amusement business. I found out all right, 
and, thru The Billboard, want to say to my 
brothers, in all lines of amusements, that unless 
we get on the job and attend to our business 
some of us will not have any business to attend 
to after Congress and the revenue department 
gets thru with us.

municipal officers, on official business, admitted 
free to any place for admission to which a 
charge is made), to be paid by the person so ad- 
mitted. In the case of persons having the 
permanent use of boxes or seats in an opera 
house or any place of amusement, or a lease for 
the use of such box or seat in such opera house 
or place of amusement, there shall be levied, as- 
sessed, collected and paid, a tax equivalent to 
10 per centum of the amount for which a similar 
box or seat is sold for performance or exhibition 
at which the box or seat is used or reserved by or 
for the lessee or holder: Provided, that the tax 
on the admission of children under 12 years 
of age, where an admission charge is made, shall 
in every case be 1 cent. These taxes shall not 
be imposed in the case of a place, the maximum 
charge for admission to which is 5 cents. 

*“**No tax shall be levied under this title in re- 

spect to any admissions, all the proceeds of 
which inure exclusively to the benefit of re- 
ligious, educational or charitable institutions, 
societies or organizations, or admissions to agri- 
cultural fairs, all the proceeds of which inure 
exclusively for agricultural purposes. 
, “admission,’’ as used in this ti- 
tle, includes seats and tables; reserved or other- 
wise, and other similar accommodations, and the 
charge made therefor.’ 

“If the bill goes thru in the foregoing shape it 
means that in addition to a tax of 10 per cent 
on the gross receipts of all amusements costing 
10 cents or more there is a taxof 5 
cents on every free ticket, whether the free 
ticket is for a 10-cent show or a $2.00 dramatic 
performance. Parks, circuses, theaters, carni- 
vals, fair associations and others which give 
away tickets for lithograph or banner privileges, 
or to promate business, or for any cause, will 
have to pay a tax of 5 cents on each ticket, or 
collect the tax from the ticket holder, which, I 
think, will be harder than appears on its face. 
Under the circumstances lithograph and banner 
privileges will be hard to secure if we ask the 
holder to pay the tax. 

“‘Now what are we going to do in the way of 
showing the Senate Finance Committee, or our 
representatives in Washington, the injnstice of a 
tax of 10 per cent on our gross receipts and 50 
per cent on a free ticket to a 10-cent amusement? 
All of us seem to be shrugging our shoulders 
and saying, ‘Let George do it.’ Accompanying 
me to Washington was George M. Harton, Esq., 
of West View Park, Pittsburg. We found that 
only one park—Riverview, Chicago—had taken 
enough interest in the pending legislation to 
write a letter protesting against the proposed 
tax. 

“The big circus and the motion picture peo- 
ple have been on the job. The Senate Finance 
Committee, by vote, has exempted motion picture 
houses charging 25 cents or less admissien. Now 
Mr. Park Manager, Mr. Carnival Owner, Mr. Con- 
cessionaire, Mr. Fair Secretary (except strictly 
agricultural fairs), and all other amusement 
people who are going to be hard hit, it is time 
to get busy on your representatives in Wash- 
ington. The Senate Finance Committee and your 
representatives cannot be expected to know what 
a precarious business the amusement line is and 
how much tax it can stand unless we tell them. 
They want to be fair and give everyone a square 
deal, All of us want to do our bit to assist our 
country in her hour of need by helping pay the 
cost of the war and doing any and everything 
we can in the way of service. But we cannot 
do our bit if we are taxed out of business. 

“Every man interested should write or wire 
his Senator or Congressman at once, giving his 
views on the bill. Free tickets to amusements 
where the maximum admission does not exceed 
10 cents should be exempted from tax. If 25 
cents or less motion picture houses are exempted, 
why should a 10-cent outdoor amusement be 
taxed 10 per cent, especially when the 10-cent 
amusement is essentially @ poor man’s amuse- 
ment?

KATHERINE STINSON 
NOW IN WINDY CITY 


After Unusual Success in Ori- 
ent America’s Most Youthful 
Aviatrix Returns— Many 
Press Notices Received 


Chicago, June 9.—Chicago is paying admiring 
homage to qa young girl who has been the sub- 
ject of almost as much news and editorial com- 
ment as the world war. Doubters of this 
statement may visit the office of Wm. H. 
Pickens in the Westminster Building, where 
files that look like State documents unearth 
seemingly endless reams of paper of the Orient, 
explaining the impression that Katherine Stin- 
son—a mere slip of a girl—made in China and 
Japan, 

About seven months ago this little lady ‘‘tied 
her airplane in a bundle’? and crossed the Pa- 
cific to the Orient. A constant series of ex- 
hibition flights in Japan and China followed. 
As she quaintly puts it, it was the first time 
the Orient ‘‘looked up’? to a woman. The way 
they looked up may portend much in Interna- 
tional diplomatic circles. For, while some 
scholars of the Orient merely marveled at her 
grace and nerve (writing column after column 
in their queer hieroglyphics by way of ex- 
pressing adulation), others saw more far-reach- 
ing consequences, The more learned of Jap- 
anese writers looked upon her visit as an in- 
direct warning. It meant to them that if a 
mere girl could perform wonder feats in avia- 
tion the nation which produced that girl must 
have developed aviation to a point calculated 
to make it reckoned with in world circles. 


There is nothing of the “highbrow,” yet 
nothing of the crude about Katherine Stinson. 
No small part of her success is due to the 
fact that she has retained the grace and 
of delicate womanhood. 


She did more than visit and entertain Japan 
and China—she studied them. The Orient 
looked upon her as a sort of a goddess, and 
she responded with a sympathetic understand- 
ing of the people who idolized her. 


“It is a great mistake to imagine the Chinese 
and Japanese belong to an inferior type of 
civilization,” says this girl student gravely. 
“The Chinese philosophy is far ahead of that 
of the rest of the world, and Chinese writers 
have mastered the art of delivering sterling 
thoughts in sugar-coated fairy tales. 


“The Japanese are the most polite people I 
ever met,’? she continued, “They remind me 
of the French in that respect.” At this point 
a sweet smile took about two years off the 
expression of this girl’s face as she said: ‘“‘I’m 
mighty glad I’m an American, tho. The 
Chinese make their wives walk ten paces in 
the rear—imagine an American girl standing 
for that!’’ 

Miss Stinson, like most modern students of 
conditions of the Orient, believes, however, that 
the tidal wave of feminist movement will soon 
bring equal suffrage. In substantiation of this 
she explaing how a Japanese lady, Mrs, Fugt- 
sawa, gave her a check for $2,500 in apprecia- 
tion of the fact that a woman had done some- 
thing which no other woman had ever done in 
Japan. 

A rare understanding of fundamentals is 
possessed by this young lady. When she made 
her greatest flight in Japan—over the city of 
Tokyo—she entered her airplane attired in a 
kimono of the approved Japanese pattern. This 
immediately aroused the sympathetic interest 
of the women, who felt that she was ‘‘one of 
them,”* 

It would hardly be an exaggeration to say 
that China—and its President—is still talking 
sbout her flight from the grounds of the Sacred 
Temple of Agriculture over the Presidential 
residence, which was formerly the Imperial Pal- 
ace. President Li presented her with $3,000, 
expressing appreciation for the magnanimity 
of America at the time of the Boxer uprising. 

Somewhere in Miss Stinson’s trunk are four- 
teen medals, each a reward for extreme merit, 
received during her Oriental trip. With be- 
coming modesty she wears them only for 
“photographic purposes.’’ 

Miss Stinson is in Chicago for a brief con- 
ference with her manager, Wm. H. Pickens, re- 
eo-ling her new route. While the intrepid 
aviatrix would be just as willing to visit 
Alaska or Europe as she was to brave the 
io »t, he manager smilingly says that he Is 
going to “‘let America see her first.” 

She will seon be on her way to New York 
to try out her new 150-horse power army plane, 
with which she intends attempting to break all 
records scored by either sex. 

Underlying her preparations is the possibility 
that she may be used in the United States 
Army. While her offer to aid the Government, 
eabled at the outbreak of the war. has not yet 
been accepted, the impression made during her 
trip may lead the Government to believe that 
her services would be more important in its 
service than in the realms of amusement.

City, with the entire staff, including Roy Gill 
as treasurer and Rebert Bigsley In charge of the 
mechanical end, retained. Willard himself will 
take more interest in the performance, and ar 
rangements have been made for the addition of 
a carload of horses and an electric light plant. 

The announcement of the sale of the big Wild 
West show by Arlington to Willard came as 
quite a surprise to the show world. Early in the 
season there were undergrounded reports cireu- 
lated that Arlington was having considerable 
difficulty in procuring live stock, but this was 
emphatically denied by the owner, and the fact 
that the show opened in Norfolk, Va., on sched- 
uled time showed the untruthfulness of the re- 
port. 

Arlington held sole right to the title of Buf- 
falo Bill, having acquired it from H. H. Tam 
men of the Sells-Fleto Shows following the 
break between Tammen and Colonel Cody (Buf 
falo Bill). ‘following the death of Colonel Cody 
a movement was started? to reorganize the Buf 
falo Bill Wild West Show, which op to that 
time had been operated in conjunction with the 
Miller Bros.’ 101 Ranch Show. Attempts to float 
stock did not come up to expectations, and Ed- 
ward Arlington took over the rights, en-

The song desired must show its value on the 
face. If it is so constructed that it requires 
paraphrasing to get at the wonderful thought 
underlying it it won’t do. 

This master song must not be written with 
the idea of setting the world on fire. If it is it 
probably won’t do so. Its author—or the one 
who imagines he or she has succeeded—must not 
write long letters explaining the song’s wonder- 
ful points. If the number matches up to expec- 
tatiens no letters will be necessary. 

The son® sbould be brief. Brevity is the soul 
of many things besides wit. In addition the 
shorter it is the more likely it is to be re- 
peated. And a song must bear no end of repe- 
tition to fall within the classification desired. 

This number may be written by an expert, but 
its writer need not be one. We use expert in 
the sense of a professional. Professionals are 
so used to looking forward to financial re- 
muneration that thefr well polished thoughts— 
at so mut,> per thought—are not likely to fill 
America with the kind of enthusiasm that will 
mean unity at home and triumph abroad. 

One more admonition. The song should not be 
too specific. Though intended for patriots it

The amendment to the Federal revenue bill, 
which has as one of its main purports the 
eliminating of the scalping nuisance rather 
than the bringing of revenue to the Government, 
reads: 

“That upon tickets of admission to theaters. 
operas and other places of amusement sold at 
news stands, hotels and places other than the 
ticket offices of such theater, opera or other 
place of amusement, 50 per cent of the amount 
for which said tickets are sold in excess of 
the price charged at the ticket office sfall be 
assessed as a tax.’’ 

The amendment was introduced into the 
Senate Finance Committee by Senator Thomas, 
of Colorado. Advices from Washington indi- 
cate that the committee has virtually com- 
pleted its conferences on the revenue measure, 
and there seems small likelihood of the tax 
on ticket speculators being stricken or altered. 
The ontcome will axiously be awaited by the 
entire theatrical world, as it may mean the 
total elimination from the business of the 
scalper, and at the same time its effect on 
the various theaters will be watched with in- 
terest.

into immediate effect. The amendment to the 
general business law pertaining to Theatrical 
Employment Agencies now reads: 

“The term ‘Theatrical Employment Acency’ 
means and includes the business of conducting 
an agency, bureau. office or any other place 
for the purpose of procuring, of offering, prom- 
ising or attempting to provide engagements for 
elreus, vaudeville, theatrical and other enter- 
tainments or exhibitions or performances, or 
of giving information as to where such engag¢e- 
wents may be procured or provided, whether 
such business is conducted in a building, on 
the street or elsewhere, but such term does not 
inelude the business of managing such enter- 
tainments, exhibitions or performances or the 
artists of the attraction constituting the same 
where such business only involves the seeking 
of employment therefor.”* 

Members of the V. M. P. A. are quite pleased 
over the passage of the bill, as are also actors 
and agents It is quite likely that as a result 
ef the passage of the measure several suits 
vow pending will be dismissed.

the elaborate poster campaigns, which cost un- 
told millions. 


The song desired must show its value on the 
face. If it is so constructed that it requires 
paraphrasing to get at the wonderful thought 
underlying it it won’t do. 

This master song must not be written with 
the idea of setting the world on fire. If it is it 
probably won’t do so. Its author—or the one 
who imagines he or she has succeeded—must not 
write long letters explaining the song’s wonder- 
ful points. If the number matches up to expec- 
tatiens no letters will be necessary. 


The son® should be brief. Brevity is the soul 
of many things besides wit. In addition the 
shorter it is the more likely it is to be re- 
peated. And a song must bear no end of repe- 
tition to fall within the classification desired. 

This number may be written by an expert, but 
its writer need not be one. We use expert in 
the sense of a professional. Professionals are 
so used to looking forward to financial re- 
muneration that thefr well polished thoughts— 
at so muty per thought—are not likely to fill 
America with the kind of enthusiasm that will 
mean unity at home and friumph abroad. 

One more admonition. The song should not be 
too specific. Though intended for patriots it

four weeks for the drama and six weeks for 
musical comedy. Periods in excess of this are 
to be paid for at the rate of half salary. 
One of the prominent managers has offered 
the suggestion, which probably will be adopted. 
that actresses receiving $100 per week or less 
shall have their wardrobe, provided by the man- 
agement employing them. In cases where the 
salary is in excess of $100 the matter of dress 
shall be arranged between manager and actress. 
It was unanimously agreed between the managers 
and the association that the arbitration board, 
for the adjudication of all grievances, sball be 
composed of fifty per cent managers and fifty 


per cent members of the association, with 4 
final board of outsiders for matters that can 


not amicably be settled. It is pointed out that 
this bourd will mean a great saving for the 
managers, one firm alone having paid out last 
year fully $50,000 in legal fees.
